State Troops Will Leave South 


Una's Disturbed District. 


CoLtraiBlA, S. C., April 6.— Darlington 


•nd Florence are no longer in insurrection, 
and the state troops will evacuate these 
now famous localities today and proceed 
to this city to receive the "well done" of 
Governor Tillman, together with their 
fl.50 per day. 


The governor issued a proclamation 


stating that "as the commanding general 
has informed him that the insurgents 
have dispersed, and thf\t peace and order 
are restored, and that the civil authorities 
are now able to uphold and enforce the 
law," he accordingly declares that in the 
counties of 
Darlington and Florence 


there is no longer insurrection, and the 
civil status is hereby restored. 


Governor Tillman is already beginning 


to reorganize the state militia. Only 18 
companies responded to hia call to go to 
Darlington, and he intimates that there 
wili be a aeries of court-martials. 
Offi- 


cers will proceed to Charleston to collect 
all the state arms and accoutrements and 
bring them to the state armory here. 
Similar action will probably he token all 
over the state.

PORTANT DECISION. 


Begulating Wages Paid by Eeceivers 


of Roads. 


ACTS ON TEE URGENT DEFICIENCY 


BILL. 


CONGRESS 


The Silver Republicans May Defeat Its 


Passage—Figittiug on the Income Tax 
—Other Matters. 


OM4HA, April 8.—Organized labor yes- 


terday won its greatest victory, when in 
th« United States circuit court Judge 
Caldwell handed down his decision in the 
Vnioa Pacific wage schedule contest. In 
the legal opinion this declaration of the 
court stamds out most prominently: 


"A corporation is organized capital; it 


ft capital consisting of money and prop- 
ertyj organized labor is organized capital; 
it is capital consisting of brain and mus- 
cle. What is lawful for Mia one to do 
is lawful for the other to do. It is law- 
lul for the stockholders and officers of a 
corporation to associate and confer to- 
gether for the purpose of reducing the 
Wages of its employes or of the devising of 
some other means of making their invest- 
ments profitable; it is equally lawful for 
organized labor to associate, consult and 
confer with a view to maintain or increase 
wages. Both act from the prompting of 
enlightened selfishness, and tha action of , 
both, is lawful when no illegal or criminal! 
"means are used or threatened." 


As the opinion proceeded, the faces of 


the Union Pacific officials lengthened, 
While those of the employes grew roseate 
as they saw the drift of the decision, and 
began to realize what a victory was in 
Btorefor them. At its conclusion, the 
sileuee became oppressive, and until Mar- 
shal White declared a recess, not a move- 
ment was made on tne part of tha specta- 
tors to break the spell. It was a dramatic 
ending of what has been a. most dramatic 
case. 


Thera was not a phrase, not even a word 


ef legal verbiage about the "important 
document," "for," said Judge Caldwell,"! 
Wanted it to be BO plaia that even tha 
lo.vilest man in the land could under- 
stand every word of it." 


As to the fas-reaching character of the 


opinion the utterance of Attorney George 
L. Hodges, who represented the eugi-1 
neers, is most timely: "It is the greatest | 
judgment in vindication of the rights of i 
men pronounced by any court since the 
historical judgment of Lord Mansfield in 
the Somerset case." 
' 


The Decision. 


Judge Caldwell ordered that the old 


schedule, rules and regulations shall con- 
tinue, subject only to such modifications 
as had previously been agreed to, and he 
set aside the Dandy order. He held that 
the Union Pacific employes were not paid 
more than those on similar roads under 
similar conditions, or more than was just. 


He said further that tha said railway 


labor organizations 
were conceded by 


both parties to ba beneficial to men and to 
the road. He censured the issuance of the 
Dundy order, reducing pay without first 
giving the men a hearing, as like unto 
hanging 9 man first and trying him after- 
ward. He also characterized the non- 
union strike order untal necessary, in* 
suiting and dangerous, and as tending to 
incite men to revolt. 


Four of the five receivers, Doaae, An- 


derson, Coudert and Mink, he said, were 
without practical knowledge of operating 
a road, and therefore incompetent to 
make up a wage schedule. But for the 
erroneous course of a majority of the re- 
ceivers he believed the wa^a question 
could have been settled in conference. It 
was not necessary to reduce the wages of McPherson,

The main fight 
will come on the amendments to abolish 
the 8200,000 subsidy for the fast southern 
mail trains, running between SpringSi-ln, 
Mass., via New York and Washington, to 
Atlanta and New Orleans. 


Upon request of Mr. McCreary unani- 


mous consent was given to the considera- 
tion of the Bearing sea bill, and it was 
passed. 


Caught Napping;. 


Reed and other Republican leaders in 


the house admit that they blundered in 
allowing a vote on the seigniorage l>ill 
without debate, for the first, time, Reed 
says, the Republicans were caught nap- 
ping. 


The bill reported from the house bank- 


ing and currency committee allow ing the 
states to tax greenbacks held by banking 
institutions is causing much comment 
among Republican representatives and 
also among northern Democrats who do 
not believe in that kind of legislation. 
Members of the committee who voted in 
favor of reporting the measure to the 
house have bean asked to explain the 
meaning and purpose of the proposed bill, 
but they seem to be unable to giva a sat- 
isfactory answer.

Dr. Hastings saw at a glunce that the 
man was suffering from smallpox. He 
ran to the telephone to notify the board 
of henlth. He had been gone hut a short 
time, but the man had disappeared. 


All the forenoon .Hid up to 3 o'clock in 


tba afternoon Ciilloa wandered about 
town, and finally his eat began to ache 
again He w as afraid to £*o the dispensary 
a second time, and, having money in his 
pocket, wtnt to u medical institute in 
Uie South End. 
Heie he \\as, held until 


Dr iiacduaald was sent for. A fir-t 
glance at the victim by Dr. ilacdonald 
was sufficient. Ha saw that it was smaL- 
pox. 


To the questions put to the sufferer by 


Dr. Jiacdonald, he said: 


CaUim's Statement. 


"I have no home here, as my folks live 


inXew York state. I came to Boston 
some time ago and worked hard. About 
two or three weeka ago I came home to 
niy lodging house on Harrison avenue, 
and was taken with chills. I took a glass 
of liquor to see if it would do me any 
good, but it did not. In the morning t 
had severe pains in the back and a head- 
ache. I have been sick e\ ex since, and 
the more I drank the sicker I grew. The 
blotches on my face I thought were the 
effects ot the liquor. I never dreamed 
how serious !j sick I n\is, 


"Wednesday night I slept in a hotel on 


Eliot street, and besides going to the dis- 
pensary and my room, I have been to sev- 
eral barrooms along Eliot street These 
are the only places I nave been that I 
know of." 


Tne man was taken in the ambulance 


to the wharf, and the quarantine boat 
from Galloupc's island took the aufierer 
to the pesthouge. 


May Besnlt Fatally. 


Dr. Macdonald said: 
"The man is 


about 42 years of age, and able-bodied. It 
is evident that he comes from a good 
family, as he does not want to worry 
them with his ailment. He is a working 
man, aad has saved some money. The 
smallpox is OD him in a bad form, owing 
to hia entire neglect of himself. It is apt 
to result seriously; if he pulls through 
he is lucky."

panies. 


BOSTON, April 6.—On the question of 


reconsidering the rejection of the district 
police bill, 87 voted in the affirmative 
and 95 in the negative, and the motion to 
reconsider was lost. 


The galleries of the senate, and even 


portions of the floor generally reserved 
for the excltisive use of the upper branch 
of the legislature, were thronged with 
women, the occasion of their presence 
being the fact that the bill granting 
municipal suffrage to women was on the 
calendar for debate, the question being 
on passing tbe bill to a third reading. 


The senate defeated the bill giving 


women municipal suffrage by a vote of 23 
to 13. A substitute bill referring the 
matter to the next general court was de- 
feated, 39 to 19 Tha Democrats voted sol- 
idly against the bill, although several of 
them had announced earlier in the week 
that they would support the measure, 
Senator Buckley having {riven authority 
to the leader of the suffrage movomeut 
in the senate to pair bini iii favor of the 
bill if it cauie up while he was away with 
his committee. 


The action whereby the senate voted to 


incorporate the town of East Long-- 
meadow was reconsidered in order to af- 
ford Senator Cronan .in opportunity of re- 
cording himself against the bill. The 
measure was then, by a yea and nay vote 
of 24 to 13, passed to be engrossed. 


Ought not to pass was reported on the 


bill revising and consolidating the laws 
relating to district police courts, refer- 
ence to the next general court on several 
bills and petition* relative to the build- 
ing of storage bnsins and reservoirs in 
towns; leave to withdraw the petition to 
incorporate a land imnrovenient associa- 
tion in the city of Holyoke. 


The kouas refubed w.suspend the rule 


to admit the bill relating to the calling of 
a constitutional convention, and the bill 
was referred to the next legislature. 


The committee on mercantile affairs re- 


ported against a bill for placing wires un- 
der ground in the city of Boston; the sdiae 
committee also reported ought not to 
pass on the bill providing for placing elec- 
trical conductors under ground in cities, 
and forcomrnissiouers of electrical sub- 
ways; leave to withdraw on the petition 
for legislation requiring the board of fire 
commissioners to approve the manner of 
introducing electric ^ ires into buildings 
in the city of Boston. 


Ought not to pass was reported on the 


bill to authorize tne consolidation of gas- 
light companies; the same committee also 
reported ought not to pass on the requir- 
ing foreign corporations having a ustznl 
place of business in the commonwealth to 
furnish a list of their shareholders to cer- 
tain state officials. 


Brltijhora Want Samoa. 


LONDON, April 6.—Sir Charles Dilke 


presided at a meeting of the Colonial 
party of the house of commons. A letter 
was read from a resident of Samoa. The 
writer declared that the triple control of 
the Sainoan islands had failed, and he 
urged th« annexation of the group by 
Great Britain.

The entire police force of 
the city will ba present at the mill gates 
on Monday morning to prevent trouble if 
the strikers attempt to interfere with 
those returning to work.
